AMENDMENTS TO THE CLAIMS 

1 . (Currently amended) A pavement marking pattern comprising: an independent first 
ind e pendent section, an independent second independent section, wherein said 
second section is an insert created by said first section and coplanar in relationship 
to said first and said second section, defining a top surface and a bottom surface* 
said first section contiguous to said second section and said first section to forming 
an intersection therebetween, 

and 

an adhesive, said adhesive bridging and bonding said intersection to maintain 
integrity of said pavement marking pattern, in tegrity. 

2. (Canceled) Th e pav e m e nt marking patt e rn of claim 1 wh e r e in said first and s aid 
second s e ctions ar e coplanar. 

3. (Original)The pavement marking pattern of claim 1 wherein said first section is 
formed from a thermoplastic. 

4. (Original) The pavement marking pattern of claim 1 wherein said second section is 
formed from a thermoplastic. 

5. (Original) The pavement marking pattern of claim 1 wherein said adhesive 
comprises a thermosetting adhesive. 

6. (Original) The pavement marking pattern of claim 1 wherein said adhesive 
comprises a thermoplastic adhesive. 

7. (Currently amended) The pavement marking pattern of claim 1 wherein said 
adhesive is sprayable bridging said intersections on the bottom surfaces of said first 
section and said second section as a polvamide. EVA based hot melt, or other hot 
melt polvamide resin based adhesive . 

& (Canceled) A pavem e nt marking patt e rn compri s ing: a first independent 

thermoplastic s e ction, a second ind e pendent thermoplastic s e ction, said fir s t s e ction 
contiguous said second section to form an int e rs e ction th e rebetwe e n, a spray e d 
thermoplastic adh e siv e , said s prayed th e rmoplastic adh e siv e bridging said 
intersection and adhered to said first and se cond sections to maintain marker patt e rn 
integrity. 

9r (Canceled) The pav e ment marking patt e rn of claim 8 wh e r e in said independent 
sections are coplanar. 
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40r (Canceled) The pavement marking patt e rn of claim 8 6 wher e in s aid s prayed 

th e rmoplastic adhe s ive compri se s a polyamid o resin sprayed on th e bottom surfaces 

of th e first and second sections. 
Ht (Canceled) The pav e m e nt marking patt e rn of claim 8 wherein said spray e d 
5 th e rmoplastic adhe s ive compris e s a string lik e shape. 

12. (Currently amended) The pavement marking pattern of claim & I comprising a first 

section and a plurality of second sections, each of the second sections separated by 

said first section. 

43r (Canceled) A planar pav e m e nt marking patt e rn comprising: a first th e rmoplastic 
10 s ect i o n , s aid first th e rmoplastic s e ction d e fining a top surface and a bottom surface, 

a plurality of second th e rmoplastic sections, said s e cond s e ction s e ach d e fining a top 
and a bottom s urface contiguous to and coplanar with said first th e rmoplastic 
s e ction to form inters e ctions th e r e with, a spray adh e siv e , said spray adh e siv e 
bridging said int e rs e ctions thereof to maintain th e int e grity of th e planar pavem e nt 
15 marking patt e rn. 

14. ( Currently amended) The pavement marking pattern of claim 4-3 I wherein said 
spray adhesive comprises a th e rmoplastic with a softening point approximat e ly the 
s ame as the fir s t and second s e ctions in a range of 90 degrees C to about 210 
degrees C and more preferably in a range of 90 degrees C to about 120 degrees C. 
20 15. (Canceled) Th e pavement marking patt e rn of claim 13 wh e r e in said spray adh e siv e 

compris e s a plurality of spiral string - lik e shap e s. 

16. (Currently amended) The planar pavement marking pattern of claim ±3- 1 wherein 
said first section comprises a grid and said second section comprises a plurality of 
grid inserts. 

25 17. (Canceled) Th e pav e ment marking patt e rn of claim 13 wh e r e in said spray adh e siv e 

compris e s a polyamid e resin.
